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REPORT OF THE POLICE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1967. 


At this time I wish to eall it to the attention of the resi- 
dents of Richmond that the calls which your police received 
during this year increased over 200 percent. 


This year we were called to the scene of 25 accidents. Last 
year we were called only 11 times. We had our first automobile 
fatality since 1955. 


Your police were called 24 times to investigate disturbances 
of the peace. This is three times the number of the preceding 
year. 


Twenty-six breaks were checked and the cooperation of 
the Sheriff’s Department was enlisted when necessary. Some 


thirty-six stolen items were recovered. Last year we recorded 
10 breaks. 


We assisted neighboring police departments in the in- 
vestigations relating to three stolen cars. 


Delinquent dog taxes were collected and seven stray dogs 
were picked up by your officers. 


Four emergency messages were delivered and one death 
was investigated. 


Your department cooperated with other county depart- 
ments in the search for 6 missing persons and escapees. 


Your policemen stood duty at five public functions. Dur- 
ing the summer months the Town Beach area was checked each 
day. 


On schoo] days there was police protection for your 
ehildren at Four Corners. 


Again this year officers stood duty during heavy traffic 
periods caused by the race track traffic. Warnings were 1s- 
sued when necessary.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board has made excellent progress this 
year. Five meetings were held and consideration was given 
to the improvement of the appearance of the Four Corners; 
compilation of a detailed, large-scale map of Richmond; im- 
provement of highways 32 and 119; naming of all roads in 
Richmond and the installation of substantial and attractive 
signs at important intersections. 

In view of the fact that the regular duties of four of the 
board members often prevented their attendance at the meet- 
ings, it was decided to increase the membership from five to 
seven. Mr. Harry J. Bennett and Mr. Edward J. MeGrale were 
appointed as five-year members. 

A large-scale base map, showing only roads and streams, 
was supplied by the Department of Resources and Heonomic 
Development. The Planning Board gave considerable time to 
determining the kind of map that would be most useful to the 
Selectmen, the Fire Department, the Planning Board, other 
town officials, and the townspeople. 

It was decided that such details as houses, public build- 
ings, cemeteries, road names, elevations, etc., were essential. 
Mr. Harry Bennett has kindly added all this detail, and the map 
will be ready for printing shortly after the next Town Meeting. 

The draft map will be on display at the pre-Warrant and 
Town Meetings for inspection by any of the townspeople who 
may wish to offer suggestions for additions or changes. An 
alphabetical list of residents showing the location of their 
homes will accompany the map. 

Five amendments to the Zoning Ordinance were prepared. 
Four were for the purpose of clarifying the meaning of the 
ordinance while the fifth, which concerns public hearings, 
provides a change to conform to the new state law which be- 
came effective August 21, 1967. Hearings on these amendments 
will be held on February 1 and 20, 1968, and they will be voted 
on at the next Town Meeting.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


With the help of officers working out of Concord, much 
was accomplished this past year in updating our method of 
disposal of water and waste from homes and cabins. Water 
pollution still remains a threat to our community unless strict 
measures are taken. 


The brook running through Activity was thoroughly 
checked, following through on house to house drainage. All met 
necessary plumbing conditions, however there is still further in- 
vestigation necessary. It could be surface drainage which may 
be a threat to this area. However a colored peat dye test will 
be taken this year. Water tests proved it good for human con- 
sumption when tested. 


Roaring Brook was also under investigation after I re- 
ceived a complaint. This will also be tested this spring. In this 
case, kitchen waste from a home was draining directly into it. 
This was corrected with a dry well being dug and all drainage 
directed into it. 


Cass Pond had its problems this year, but this was covered 
by the State Office. Because of my illness I did not personally 
eheck the beach more than three times. A badly torn canvas 
on the float was replaced by the beach committee, which was 
one complaint, but other than the inconvenience of having the 
beach closed a few days to clean out the weed growth, all 
seemed clean and well kept, as a fellow officer often reported 
to me. 


There were very few communicable diseases to report this 
year. All were minor cases. 


School problems were very numerous. Nurses and super- 
intendents were very aggravated at the condition of several 
of our school children. Filth is one thing we cannot pass on to 
others. This situation, under certain conditions would cost our 
tax payers a sum to help correct. Upon investigation I found 
the family well able to care for their personal responsibility, 
giving them a list of medication necessary to correct the situa- 
tion. Our tax payers need not pay for others’ neglect. 
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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


A survey of nuisance conditions will take place shortly so 
that no junkyard conditions exist in this area. Don’t take this 
order from Concord too lightly. Storage is for barns, not the 
porches and front yards along highways. 


During my absence I wish to thank Mrs. Arthur Stinson 
for keeping my weekly records up-to-date. 


I appreciate the cooperation I have received from the com- 
munity, also fellow oficers of Keene and Concord.
